Tlzo Tlaloii Tlmt lured » Toung Sailor to 
111* Destruction. 


Captain Youngj of the lost steamer Lizzio 


Perry, tells the following story of tbe loss 
of tbo ship Alfred Watts to the Newark 
jVfiw. 
Ho rescued two survivors of the 


TVatts before hia own ship went down. 
"When tho Alfred Watts was oft the 
Bahamas she encountered a terrible hurri- 
eane. In tbe height of tbe gale tho ship was 
thrown on her beam ends. Tho deck was 
then almost perpendicular. The men. wero 
washed dowu into the lee. scuppers, which 
were completely submerged. 
But they 


managed to crawl up again and cling to tbo 
deck, when a mighty sea suddenly swept 
over tho vessel and washed every man. 
overboard. When they came to tbo sur- 
face tne wreck was away to tho windward, 
but six of tbern contrived to scramble upon 
a portion of tbo forecastle, which had also 
come adrift. Tbis \>iece of wreck was, how- 
ever, no better than a raft, and how tbo 
men managed to cling to it is something that 
even, tho survivors hardly know. But they 
did so through a long, terrible- night. By 
dawn tbe weather had moderated, and on 
tbo rising of tbo sun tbo hull of tho vessel 
was to be seen at somo distance away. 
Somo fragments of wreckage wero also 
floating about, and from these they picked_a 
few small spars with which, to row their | 
unwieldy craft. They continued to row 
for thirty-six hours without a clrop^of wa- 
ter or any fragment of food or other nour- 
ishment] or stimulant. Then ono o£ them 
turned toward tho others and called out joy- 
fully that ho saw land and meant to walk to 
it. It was a young man from Philadelphia 
named Oakford. Before his shipmates could 
check bim ho had stepped into tho ivater 
and floated out of reach. Ho scorned to be 
swimming for somo time, heading, perhaps, 
in tbo direction of tho vision that had lured 
him to bis destruction. But all at occoho 
disappeared, vanishing in a posture and 
with a swiftness that left no room to doubt 
that ho had been, seized and pulled down by 
a shark." '

How Postmaster-General Bickinnon W»s 


Snnblwid by o. Doorkeeper. 


The story of tho littlo boy who picked up 


a pin in front of tbo wealthy norcbant and 
was rewarded for his industry by a twelve- 
hundred-dollar clerkship ia [now rather 
eclipsed by a recent incident in Postmaster- 
General Dickinson's career, writes ^ho

entered tbo building by another door. Tho 
doorkeeper in. the meantime pursued tho 
evom tenor of his ways, satisfied that ho 
had dono tho right thing and vindicated tho 
authority of tho Postmastor-GcnoraL Not 
long afterward ho was astonished, however, 
to receive an order to call on tho new Post- 
master-General, who bad. in tho meantime 
been confirmed by tbo Senate. His astonish- 
ment may bo hotter imagined tban des- 
cribed when ho confronted hi Mr. Dickin- 
son, tho stranger whom. ho had treated so 
ungraciously. 
His new chief, though,
